He had vouchſafed to make a clear Mani- 


feſtation of himſelf to the Jeu, whom 
he had choſen for his own peculiar People, 


by many expreſs Revelations, and alſo by 
many wonderful Diſpenſations of his Pro- 
vidence towards them. But theſe were 


but a ſmall Part in Reſpect of the reſt 
of the World, whom they deſpiſed, and 
were chene generally hated by them. 
From whom therefore it was not likely, 


that they either ſhould, or indeed would, 


receive any Information concerning the 
true Go p. 


No, the far greater Part of the World, 


which were the Gentiles, were, as it were, 


; B With- 


—— God in the i World. They were not 
Atheiſts, ſuch as denied altogether the 
Being of a God, but they were ignorant of 
the true one. They were ſo far from ac- 
knowledging no Gov at all, that they 
had an infinite Number of Gods, to which, 
after their Way, they paid their Adora- 
tions. 'They worſhipped the Sun, and 
Moon, and Stars, the Earth and Air, the 
Fire and the Water, for Gods. Nay, they 
were fo far corrupted, as to make Gods of 
the vileſt of Creatures, for they worſhipt 
Stocks and Stones, nay, and went further 
yet, even Devils and Evil Spirits for Gods. 
And as their Gods were vile, ſo were the 
Ceremonies of their Worſhip, notoriouſly 
known to have been One, inhumane, | 
_w_ barbgrous. 


Ir ſome of the wiſeſt among them did 
own the Supreme Go p, as St. Paul ſeems 
to own, Rom. i. 21. yet they zbrified him 
not as God, but became vain in their Ima- 
ginations, and changed the Glory of the 
incorruptible God, into an Image made like 
unto corruptible Man, and to Birds, and 
four-footed Beaſts, and creeping Things, 
ver. 23. As for the Generality of the 


Heathen World; they know nothing at tall 
of Him. The # vans themfelves, who at 
the Time of Cyxtsr's Oomitig, were fome 
of the moſt learned, and ſo moſt refined 
Part of the World, were yet groſly igno- 
rant of the true Gov; as you may ſee by 
reading over the 155 Chapter of the 1475; 
And not at all better was it with the 
Romans, who were the other learned and 
refined Part of the World. The one Su-

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As then as to the dennis obs | 
World by a Providence; tho by their re- 
ligious Rites and Adoration, they did 
ſeem to intimate, that they did hope for 
ſome Good, or fear ſome Evil from/ thoſe 
to whom they paid them; yet the innu- 
merable fooliſh and ſuperſtitions, Cuſtoms 
and Obſervations among them, and their 
wonderful Nicenefs about them; their rake- 
ing into the Entraile* of Beasts their Ob- 
ſervations of the lying of Birds, and of 
a thouſand lucky or unlucky Omens, as 
they calbd them, do plainly ſhew,” that 
the far greater Part of them, the Vulgar

the Epicureans, taught, that the Gods 
did not concern themſelves. with the Go- 
vernment of the Things. of this lower 
World, but enjoyed a perpetual Eaſe 
and Reſt above, in which their Happineſs 
did conſiſt, and that therefore all Things 
here happen d by Chance. And another, 
the Sicks,, taught, that all Things were 
determined by Fate and Deſtiny, which it

by the Apoſtle St. Paul, called rhe God of 


this World, 2 Cor. iv. 4. And Evil Spirits 
are by him called, Epheſ. vi. 12. Princi- 


palities and Powers, and the Rulers of 


the Darkneſs of this World, and ſpiritual 
Wickedneſſes in high Places ; that is, who 
have their Stations in the Regions of the 
Air; and the Head or Chief of them is in 
Epb. ii. 2. called the Prince of the Power 
of the Air, the Spirit which worketh in 
the Children of Diſobedience, that is, the 
Heathen World. And well indeed might 
Satan and his Tribe, be ſtyled the Rulers 
of the Darkneſs of this World ; for never 
did the very worſt of human Tyrants ex-

Uncertainty. If they do ſometimes ſeem 
to entertain any Hopes of it, they rather 
expreſs their Deſires, than their full Aſſu- 
rance concerning it. Thus Seneca, with 
others, often ſpeak to this Purpoſe: © That 
© if the Soul remains after this Life, there 
* is no doubt, but goed Men ſhall be happy, 
© and bad Men miſerable ; but whether the 
© Soul does out-live the Body or not, that 
* they could not poſiticely determine. 


Ir the great Philoſopher among the 


Romans, Cicero, does ſometimes expreſs 


himſelf with a good deal of Confidence, 
concerning the Future happy State of thoſe 
brave Souls, who have left this World, 
as he does in his moſt admirable Book 
De Senetiute ; yet in another Diſcourſe of

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his, in his Taſeulan Queſtions, having rec- 
kon'd up the different Sentiments of ' the 
Philoſophers about the Soul's Immorta- 
lity, he-concludes thus doubtfully at laſt,

Now therefore, when Cuartsr, the Son 
of Gop, came into the World, He Firſt, by 
his own admirable Diſcourſes, joyned with 
the. moſt perfect Pattern of Holineſs in his 
Life, began to give Men ſo much clearer 
and nobler Idea's of One Supreme Go p, 
the great Creator and Preſerver of the 
World, and who governs all Things by 
| his Piovidenes. than they ever had before, 
and did acquaint them with all his infinite 
Perfections; repreſenting him to them as 
moſt amiable for his Goodneſs, ſo moſt 
dreadful for his Power and Juſtice; and 
withal deſeribing him to be a pure Spirit, 
and conſequently ought to be worſhipped 
in ſuch a Manner, as is moſt ſuitable to 
his ſpiritual Nature; and moreover ſpake 
C3 ſo 
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ſo plainly of a Future State; that theſe 
preſently raiſed the Attention and Admi- 
ration of all, that were ſo happy as ta 
come within the Compaſs of his Conver- 
ſation, and to behold the Miracles that 
he wrought, and made them confeſs, that _ 
he who thus /pake, as never Man before 
ſpake, and did, as never Man before did, 
was certainly a Teacher come from God,

began to be enlightned with the Pure and 
Holy Doctrines of the Goſpel, publiſhed 
every where by the Apoſtles of CHRIST, 
Men of great Piety and Simplicity of Life, 
and who lived themſelves, as if they be- 
lieved all that they ſaid to be true, and 
who often wrought Miracles in Confir- 
mation of the Truth of what they ſaid; 
when they gave Men more noble and ex- 
alted Rules of Piety and Vertue to live 
by, than the World had ever been ac- 
quainted with before, and aſſured them of 
the inward ſecret Aſſiſtance of God's Holy 
Spirit, to help their Weakneſs, and to 
ſtrengthen them againſt the Power and 
Force of Temptations ; to aſſiſt them in 
all their Conflicts with their ſpiritual Ene- 
mies, and to- comfort and ſupport them 
in all their Afflictions and Sufferings; when 
they Preached rr where that Men foould 

Re-- 
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Repent of all their former Sins, and that 
whoever did heartily do fo, and forſuke 
them, ſhould certainly find Metcy with. 
Gov, and have all their Sins, how great 
and heinous ſoever, forgiven them, for the 
Sake of the meritorious Death and Paſſion 
of his Son Jxsus CRRTIST: And eſpecially, 
when they told them of another Life after
